BETTER OUTLOOK FOR 
FERTILISERS. 

Moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts at the annual meeting 
of W. and H. M. Goulding, Ltd., held at 
the offices, 22 Molesworth street, Dublin, 
yesterday, 

Sir Lingard Goulding, Bart., Chairman, 
said that the net profits approximated very 
closely to those of last year. Since closing 
their books they had received intimation that 
the Industrial Company in South Wales, in 
which they had made a substantial investment 
a short time ago, had now reached the divi- 
dend-paying stage. He was glad to say 
that the demand for fertilisers showed an 
increase last year, and there were indications 
of a further increase, which tended to show 
that the farmers were alive to the advantages 
to be gained from proper manuring; but 
it was surprising to note that there were 
still large tracts of grass land in Ireland 
net sufficiently manured. They had also 
os gr a sugar beet manure, prepared and 
ready for use, and he hoped to see its use 
considerably extended during this year. 

FOREIGN EXCHANGES. 

Speaking on the question of foreign com- 
petition, he said:—‘‘ With the continual 
fluctuation in foreign exchanges, which seem 
to grow steadily worse, it is almost impossible 
to forecast the effect on our home market. 
As I pointed out to you last year, we have 
to face competition from those countries with 
depreciated exchanges, and this competition 
is accentuated by the lower working costs in 
Continental factories. At the same time, | 
am not unduly pessimistic. The Irish super- 
phosphate manufacturers have the confidence 
of the farmer. He knows that if he buys 
superphosphate made in Ireland it is second 
to none, and that he is going to get good 
results. Your directors have built up a 
connection throughout Ireland, and we are 
determined to maintain the industry in this 
country. Selling prices will be ‘fixed at the 
lowest possible figure, and the high-grade 
quality of our fertilisers will be fully main- 
tained. Our factories are well equipped, and 
we have plant and machinery more than 
sufficient to supply the whole requirements of 
Ireland. We would like to see those factories 
working to their full capacity and additional 
employment given, and | would appeal 
strongly to Irish farmers to give us their 
support, and when buying superphosphate to 
insist on getting the brand of an Imsh manu- 
facturer on the bags. ‘hat brand means that 
the superphosphate is made at home and 
that they are getting the right stuff. It is 
to the interest of the Irish farmer, both now 
and looking to the future, to give his support 
to an important Irish industry. The reports 
which I have received from various parts of 
the country are favourable to a good Gervais, 
and 1 hope that, with good weather condi- 
tions, our agricultural friends will have 
bumper crops.” 

The motion was seconded by Sir Stanley 
Harrington and carried. 

A dividend of 5 per cent. was declared 
(payable in two instalments of 2s. 6d.), and 
Sir Stanley Harrington and Mr. F. Morgan 
Mooney, retiring directors, were re-elected. 

The statement of accounts showed that the 
net. profits for the year were £35,064, which, 
with £2,297 from last account, made a sum 
of £35,362 for distribution.

THE REDUCTION IN PRICF. 

The annual meeting of Arthar Guinness,

DUBLIN MEN SENTENCED, 

At Newbridge District Court, Christopher 
Owens, 17 Coombe, Dublin, was sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment; Francis Gal- 
lagher, Iveagh Buildings. Dublin, to two 
months’, and Michael Collins, Meath street, 
and James Davis, 4 Usher’s lane, Dublin, to 
two months’, with hard labour, for the larceny 
of a sum of money from the pocket of Edward 
Cooney, of Thurles, Co. Tipperary, during the 
recent races at the Curragh. The case against 
Christopher Walsh, 4 Ash street, Dublin, who 
was also charged, was dismissed. 

District Justice Reddin said that from the 
evidence of Sergeant Hackett the prisoners 
were not ordinary fruit vendors attending 
these meetings, and he was in charge of the 
Guards in the area for a number of years. and 
must be familiar with these small traders. 
With the astuteness of a good police officer, 
he was also very careful to recollect faces. It 
was ridiculous to expect the Court to refuse to 
draw the obvious inference that this was an 
organised attempt by the prisoners to make a 
rush which was merely a preliminary to get 
to close quarters, and while exciting the people 
they could relieve thém of their money. It 
was a most disreputable business and brought 
a very great sport into. great disrepute. The 
evidence against Walsh was considerably 
weaker than in the other cases, and he would 
give him the benefit of the doubt and dismiss 
the case against him.

Cross-bred cattle, as usual here, made a 
strong display. There was a fine muster 
of sheep, though some of the classes might 
be better filled. A useful lot of horses 
were shown. 

Much interest was aroused by the educa- 
tional exhibit staged by Mr. Tynan, Agri- 
cultural Instructor, on behalf of the Leix 
County Committee of Agriculture. This 
enabled the visitors to see the results to be 
obtained from improved methods of cultiva- 
tion and manuring of crops, and the scientific 
feeding of stock.

The Coal Strike’s Cost. 


A remarkable estimate of the loss caused 
to the nation by the British coal strike 
has been made by Mr. William Holland, 
a former vice-president of the Notting- 
hamshire Miners’ Association. From the 
beginning of 1919 to the end of 1921, 
the Association, Mr, Holland says, 
“squandered nearly £700,000 its 
funds.’’ The in wages through 
strikes could not have been less than 
£3,000,000. Since 1921, and including the 
dispute of 1926, the Association, Mr. 
Holland believes, has spent £1,000,000 of 
its funds and lost in wages £4,000,000.

Musical Culture. 


Everyone has heard of the man who was 
asked whether he could play the fiddle, 
and answered that he did not know, as 
he had never tried. Sir Henry Hadow, 


‘lecturing on music before the City of 


London Vacation Course in Education, 
remarked that preposterous stories are 
current concerning men, ignorant of 
music, who are said to have heard 
Wagnerian overtures for the first time 
and to have played them over without a 
mistake. . What would be said of the story 
of a man who, ignorant of. English, saw 
“Hamlet,” and made from memory a 
word-perfect transcription of an act? 
Music was, in effect, a language, just like 
English, French or German. It never 
would be appreciated intelligently by the 
public while the notion was current that 
there was no need even to learn its 
alphabet. Music would hold its proper 
place in English life when it was taught 
as seriously as languages are taught; and 
when that came about it would not be 
possible, as it is now, to affirm that the 
great mass of music written is rubbish. 
Sir Henry Hadow commended those schools 
which musical dictation was being 
practised. He advised beginning with 
music with which the students were 
familiar, and gradually building up from 
dictation to silent reading. Then it would 
be found that a new language and litera- 
ture had been added to their store.

LONDON THEATRES. 


“THE CURATE OF ST. CHADS’’ 
At tee. GS 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Irish playwrights are in the ascendancy in 
London just now. Twelve months ago Mr. 
Séan O’Casey was unknown—now he is a 
household word. Mr. T. C. Murray. the 
Dublin schoolmaster, created a sensation with 
his delightful play ‘‘ Autumn Fire,” and 
quite recently Miss Kate O'Brien, an un- 
known Irish girl, astonished the London 
critics by the insight and extraordinary 
characterisation displayed in ‘‘ Distinguished 
Villa.”’ 

Now we have Mrs. Constance Powell- 
Anderson's play, '“ The Curate of St. Chad’s,” 
which was produced at the “‘Q” Theatre 
th:s week. 

[ am not suggesting that Mrs. Powell- 
Anderson’s play is in the same class as Mr. 
O’Casey’s—she does not possess his delight- 
ful humour, neither does her play contain the 
unerring and moving pathos of Mr. Murray’s 
little masterpiece—but it is. all things con- 
sidered, a clever piece of work. The story is, 
perhaps, a little thin, but it has been simply 
and sincerely told, and some of the character 
drawing is admirable. 

‘Briefly it describes four days in an over- 
worked, under-paid curate’s life. His ideals 
are high; his pockets are empty; his wife 
grumbles for the good things of this world, 
and so he yields to a sudden temptation. 
He has heen entrusted by a munificent 
American with £400 to spend on charity, 
but, on a friend’s advice, speculates with it, 
and loses the lot. His wife goes off with 
the friend, and, after a bad breakdown. the 
curate finds happiness with his secretary. 

The authoress would be the first to acknow- 
ledge her indebtedaess to the various clever 
people in the cast of her play. They were 
all skilful in portraying the different 
characters and making them live humans 
and not merely theatrical puppets. Mr. 
Lawrence Anderson's playing of the idealistic 
conscience-stricken curate was a factor 
ef great importance in the play’s 
success. (ne was made to feel the man’s up- 
rightness and sincerity in spite of his guilty 
action. I like enormously the. Secretarv of 
Miss Agatha Kentish. It was natural and 
clearly defined, and Miss Kentish has a rare 
quality in these days of a distinct diction. 

A remarkably clever caricature of a “ catty 
and simpering’’ lady Church member was 
given by Miss Lily Bayley. Other people in 
the case are Margaret Swallow (Miss Evadne. 
Price), Beatrice Lewisohn and Miss Fewlass 
Llewellyn. The audience at the “Ó.” were 
deservedly enthusiastic in their reception of 
this human, sincere and witty play, which 
was produced at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin 
about two years ago. :

17 REPORTED SHOT 
AFTER A RIOT.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Although Mexico City continues to be 
calm, the air is filled with rumours of 
disturbances and clashes in other cities, 
rumours which neither the Government 
nor the Hierarchy confirms or denies. 

The details of one such tragedy are 
alleged to have been brought to the capital 
by the Archbishop of Morelia, Monsignor 
Leopoldo Ruiz y Flores, from the State of 
Michoacan. According to this story, 40 
persons were killed and 17 shot by a firing 
party after a riot at Zahuayo, when the 
Government agents arrived to take over 
the church, while more than a dozen were 
killed in similar clashes at Trapuato- 
Guanajuato. 

The Government has decided to abandon 
the public debates in Mexico City between 
representatives of the Administration and 
the Hierarchy. The last debate took place 
on Monday evening, when Senor Louis 
Morones, the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labour, charged the United States 
Knights of the Order of Columbus with 
trying to effect an intervention by the 
United States. His whole speech was very 
violent, and gave further indications that 
the Government does not intend to patch 
up a compromise. 

The excitement which prevailed threatened 
the public peace. 

It is noticeable that Mr. Coolidge, by 
refusing to-day to receive a delegation of 
the Knights of Columbus, headed by the 
Supreme Knight, Mr. J. A. Flaherty, has 
publicly snubbed that powerful body for 
protesting about Mexican internal re- 
ligious affairs, with which the President 
h s no wish to interfere. 

MEXICO CITY, Wednesday. 

There. has been a constant circulation 
bere of rumours of all sorts of sanguinary 
disasters, most of which have so far proved 
unfounded. It was announced to-day by 
Archbishop Leopold Ruiz y Flores on his 
arrival from the State of Michoacan that 
two Roman Catholic priests and over 
thirty citizens were executed by the mili- 
tary authorities on August Ist and 2nd 
on a charge of being ringleaders in a 
rising directed against the Government on 
account of the new religious regulations. 

According to the Archbishop, an en- 
counter between soldiers and citizens 
occurred in the town of Zahuayo, where 
the Roman Catholics, who arrived in the 
place on August 1st, were fired upon by 
people who had taken up positions on 
the church towers and the house roofs. 

The firing lasted al) day, with the loss 
of fifty lives.

By a fierce fire, the outbreak of which 
alarmed the whole countryside around 
Bishop's Stortford in the early hours of 
yesterday morning, Blythwood, the Essex 
home of Lord Blyth, was gutted, and his 
lordship himself suffered a sprained ankle 
in the eourse of a dramatic and difficult 
escape from the burning mansion just as 
dawn was breaking. 

Lord Blyth, who is in indifferent health, 
has been in residence at Blythwood, with 
other members of his family, for some 
weeks. It is stated that he had the inten- 
tion of paying a last tribute to a deceased 
friend in London yesterday, but the 
startling occurrence and its results put 
that out of the question. 


ALARM RAISED. 


LORD BLYTH ASSISTED TO 
SAFETY. 


Lord Blyth’s seat is a modern red omek 
gabled house, standing only a few yards 
back from the main road from Bishop’s 
Stortford to Saffron Walden. The alarm 
was raised about two o'clock yesterday 
morning by the butler, who, with another 
servant, found the lower portion of the main 
staircase already well alight. The flames 
mounted with such rapidity that in a few 
minutes all escape by this means was com- 
pletely cut off for those in the rooms above. 

Lord Blyth was assisted to safety by his 
nephew through a bathroom window by 
means of a rope secured to the legs of the 
bath. Lord Blyth was got through the 
window space, and, clinging to the rope, slid 
to the ground, injuring his hands in the 
process, besides sustaining a sprained ankle. 
Several members of the household escaped by 
the same means, while others reached the 
ground by a ladder fixed to a _ bedrcom 
window. Misfortune, however, befell the 
cook. Mrs. Green, who missed her footing on 
the ladder, and fell heavily to the ground. 
She was conveyed to the Bishop’s Stortford 
Hospital. where it was found that she had 
fractured her left leg and sustained severe 
shock. Miss Harrell. the housekeeper, who 
had been with the Blyth family for forty 
vears, had also to ke taken to the institution. 
In rousing the maids and getting them safely 
away she was severely scorched about the 
hands, arms and body. Tater in the day it 
was stated on inquiry that both were as 
well as could be expected. One of the 
maids had burnt hands, but only required 
local treatment. 


WORK OF THE BRIGADES. 


The little Fire Brigade from Stansted 
village, close by, was soon on the scene, and 
were followed in turn by the brigades from 
Bishon’s Stortford and Sawbridgeworth. 
The Bishop’s Stortford Brigade had a good 
supply of apparatus, and were able to assist 
their neighbouring colleagues. Water was 
obtained from the ornamental ponds and 
lakes, and a substantial volume was directed 
on the burning interior. Willing hands 
assisted to remove some of the furniture 
from rooms in the lower part of the mansion. 
The soaring flames revealed a weird spectacle 
of flower beds and tennis courts littered with 
bureaux, couches, tables and other furni- 
ture and bedding. 

In spite of the efforts of the fire fighters, 
the flames reached the roof, and there was 
a succession of crashes as various parts of 
it fell in. The eventual collapse of a large 
ornamental dome sent up huge shafts of flame 
that lit up the surrounding country for a 
considerable distance. 

The fire was mastered between five and 
six o'clock, by which time the interior was 
burned out, and most of the contents

replies. It has, for instance, occurred that 
some public-spirited offer erect a 
memorial or to decorate a building has 
proved, on examination, to be inaccept- 
able, either owing to the style or character 
of the design, or else because the circum- 
stanc.s of the case do not justify additions 


to an existing building. 

“It seems to be generally thought that 
the beauty of a town is necessarily enhanced 
bv the erection of a monument, whereas our 
experience convinces us that monuments 
should be accepted only if, in addition to 
their purpose as memorials, they have defi- 
nite artistic value. In some cases we believe 
that our advice has had a protective and 
restraining influence.’’ 

Since the war, it is stated, many applica- 
tions have been made for sites for statues 
within the Metropolitan Police distyjct, and 
the Commissioners of Works have felt com- 
pel'ed to provide such sites, though exercis- 
Ing small control] over the actual design of 
the monument, which is seldom paid for by 
the Exchequer. 

SELECTION UF SITES. 

“The selection of appropriate sites presents 
complicated issues,’’ says the report. '' The 
Committee of Donors has usually claimed a 
prominent position, and so great is the appeal 
of memorials to large and famous branches 
of the forces of the Crown, that such places 
have usually been granted in some central 
areas of London. 

“ The best sites are now occupied, and it 
is often felt inadvisable to multiply statues 
in the London parks, with the freedom 
exercised in Paris, Rome and Berlin.”’ 

As soon as financial conditions permit, it is 
stated that extensions are to be made to the 
National Portrait Gallery and to the Natural 
History Museum. 

WATERLOO BRIDGE. 

Although the Commission are opposed to 
the destruction of the old Waterloo Bridge, 
they agreed to offer their opinion as to the 
best means of promoting a competition for 
the new bridge, and, while advising the 
London County Council to give the greatest 
possible latitude to competitors, they sug- 
gest that the assessors should take into ac 
count the relation of the new bridge to 
adjacent and more distant buildings, par- 
ticularly Somerset House and St. Paul's. 

In suggesting the limitation of competitors 
to British subjects, the Commission say that 
they are aware that the range of competition 
would be narrowed, and that London would 
be unable to draw upon the experience and 
resource of foreign bridge builders. who have 
produced notable work in recent years. They 
felt. however, that in this important wx 
the ability of British architects and engineers 
should suffice to do justice to the enterprise. 

THE CITY CHURCHES. 

Regarding the Disposal of Churches Mea- 
sure of 1924, the Commission are opposed in 
principle to a measure which provides tor 
the destruction of some twenty  natioual

Senator Borah adds: ‘‘ M. Clemenceau 
is one whose unfounded wrath we can 
afford to ignore.’’ 

“Tf they want to cancel their debts, 
let them include all debts and all re- 
parations, and show that the benefit of 
cancellation will go to all humanity, and 
the betterment cf the masses of Europe, 
and not to the benefit of the Imperialistic 
schem2s which are now crushing the life 
out of people who were in no sense 
respcnsible for the war.” 


CRUELLY MISLEADING. 


SENATOR BORAH AND 
CLEMENCEAU LETTER. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


Senator Borah, in a written statement 
issued at Boise, Idaho, has! declared that M. 
Clemenceau’s letter to President Coolidge is 
crueily misleading and deliberately unjust, 
yet pathetic. If debts are cancelled, he adds, 
all debts and reparations should be included 
in the general cancellation, which would 
benefit humanity and the masses of Europe. 

‘*Clemenceau’s letter is so cruelly mislead- 
ing as in the reference to the sale of the 
independence of France, and is so deliberately 
unjust, as in the statement regarding 
America and our separate Peace Treaty, yet 
it is so pathetic in his manifest love of his 
country that [ prefer to make no comment, as 
he is one whese unfounded wrath we cannot 
afford to ignore, and whose malicious insinua- 
tions we cannot afford to pass by. Love of 
one’s cuntry covers many faults, but it 
would seem that if they have anything to 
say of the people whom they once hailed as 
their unselfish deliverers they should at 
least speak the language of truth and 
graciousness, 

“The charge that we are seeking to under- 
mine the independence of France, or that 
somebody wants to buy France, approaches 
the absurd. To seek to vlace the imputation 
upou us by reason of our separate Treaty is, 
in fact, a compliment to us. We had either 
to make a separate eaty or to make no 
Treaty of Peace at all; for no just, liberty- 
loving nation could become a member of the 
Versailles Treaty, which in its vindictive, 
destructive terms retarded the development 
of Europe for fifty years, and which still 
imposes upon Europe impossible conditions, 
on account of which the whole world has to 
make sacrifices and to suffer. 

DEBT CANCELLATION. 

“One can only explain or excuse or for- 
give such things by attributing them to a 
deep love for his own country which makes 
him insensible to every sense of gratitude 
If there is any basis for the cancellation of 
these debts it must be for the sake of the 
future, and not because of any possible dere- 
liction from duty or of any failure of honour 
on the part of the United States towards 
things that are past. If they want to cancel 
debts let them include all debts and all re- 
parations, and show that the benefits of can- 
cellation go to humanity and .to the better- 
ment of the masses -of Europe, and not to 
the benefit of imperialistic schemes which are 
now crushing the life out of the peoples who 
were in no sense responsible for this war. 

‘Cancellation cannot be based upon any 
just demand upon the part of the creditor 
nations against the United States, but solely 
upon whether or not it can be brought about 
so as to help in a real reconstruction of 
Europe and in the advancement of the cause 
of disarmament and peace. This constant 
charge of injustice and usury on the part of 
the United States is simply not only un- 
founded in fact, but dishonest in its pur- 
pose.

LETTER ANALYSED BY 
THE PRESIDENT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


A special correspondent of the New ork 
Times, in an interesting dispatch published 
to-day from Paul Smith’s, which is the little 
town near President Coolidge’s camp, de- 
clares that the President spent some consider- 
able time during his return trip from his 
Vermont homestead studying and analysing 
the open letter sent to him by M. Clemenceau. 

A BAD IMPRESSION. 

The letter, attacking, as it does, the chief 
foreign policy of the Administratiou, has 
made a bad impression on the President. He 
first learnt of the letter when a summary of 
it was reported to him last Saturday night, 
as he sat by the fireside of his ancestral 
home in Plymouth, and he was so interested 
that he delayed the departure of his special 
train from Plymouth until the newspapers 
arrived with the full text. 

The New York Times Correspondent is of 


opinion that the effect of the letter will only 
be to create additional opposition to the 
ratification, while some Eó ARE: to the 
Administration, he adds, even think it may 
tend to strengthen the arguments of Mr. 
Borah’s clique, and contend that the terms 
of the agreement are already too lenient. 

Other officials who are in close contact 
with the President considered that such an 
attack on the policies of America, coming 
from such a distinguished Frenchmar. de- 
manded some kind of official reply. 

INSOLENT AND IMPERTINENT. 

Of this group, Senator Ernst (Kentucky) 
was the most outspoken, declaring that the 
language of the letter was “insolent and 
impertinent,’’ and that its spirit and tone 
was hostile, and, as such, called for an im- 
mediate official reply from the Secretary of 
State.

Captain Fonck is hoping for auspicious 
weather around the 20th of the month. The 
flight is expected to follow a 3,660 mile course 
over Maine, past Newfoundland, and across 
the South-Western tip of Ireland and the 
most Southern point of England, finally land- 
ing at Le Bourget Field, just outside Paris. 
Captain Fonck expects to make the trip in 
55 hours.

THEIR IMPRESSIONS OF 
THE COUNTRY. 


RICE-GROWING TO BE 
TRIED IN THE WEST.

From OUR SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 


BALLYNAHINCH, CONNEMARA, 
Tuesday. 

The presence in one of the wildest and 
loneliest parts of Connemara of two Indian 
Princes, each the ruler of a large State, 
was so unusual and picturesque that | 
resolved to investigate it. The potentates 
that I sought were Their Highnesses the 
Maharajah Jam Sahib of Nawanagar, 
better known in these islands as Prince 
Ranjitsinhji, a. name famous in cricket 
history, and the Maharajah of Alwar. For 
some years past His Highness of Nawana- 
gar has been a regular visitor to Ireland, 
and now he has decided to reside for six 
months of every year at least at Bally- 
nahinch Castle, which he purchased last 
year. Always a lover of ball games, the 
Prince, owing to an accident to his eye 
some years ago, is no longer able to par- 
ticipate in them; he finds just as much 
sport, however, and all the exercise that 
he requires, in the excellent trout and 
salmon fishing to 'e ‘ound in the lakes 
and rivers adjacent to his _ beautiful 
Connemara home. i 

The Maharajah oí Alwar is the rnler 
of the State which bears his name. His 
Highness takes an absorbing interest in 
the government of his own State and 
country, and in all Imperial and inter- 
national questions. A signal honour was 
paid to him by the Princes of all India, 
when he was chosen as their representa- 
tive ut the Imperial Conference which was 
held in London during 1923. Both 
Princes were present at the Dublin Horse 
Show, and were deeply impressed by all 
that they saw, particularly the inter- 
national military jumping competitions, 
which strongly appealed to them. After 
the “ shouting and the tumult ” of the 
Show was over, they left Dublin for Bally- 
nahinch, where they have since been 
staying. 


THE GLAMOUR OF THE WEST. 

When I reached the Castle I found that 
Their Highnesses, with Commander C. B. Fry, 
another famous cricketer and a frequent 
visitor to Ireland, were, together with their 
aides-de-camp, out fishing. Before their 
return I had some time to admire the wonder 
ful scenery in the district and to understand 
the attraction which Connemara holds for 
these Indian Princes, weary of the round of 
social functions and the routine of heavy 
duties thrust upon them as rulers. It was the 
glamour which the West holds for people of 
all types and countries; the high mountains 
“‘shouldering passing cloud on cloud’’; the 
mystic haze and the purple hue over all; Jake 
and river teeming with good salmon and 
trout; peace and quiet, and a solid and 
beautiful house to rest in at the end of the 
day. The Castle is, indeed, a stately house, 
nestling in a grove of trees at’ the foot: of 
towering Ben Leckry, one of. the highest of 
the Twelve Pins. 

The fishermen returned for lunch, but with- 
out any ‘catch’; ‘the salmon, although 
numerous, refused to bite. 

“My salmon are not as hospitable as thev 
might be,” remarked Prince Ranjitsinhji 
laughingly; and the Maharaja of Alwar re- 
plied, with a somewhat grim humour, as I 
thought: “I trust that my tigers will be 
more accOmmodating when we to hunt 
them together.’’ 

The fishing was continued in the afternoon, 
bht the sale ‘‘ catch’? was a tiny white trout. 
which caused a good deal of amusement. }t 
was suggested by one of the aides-de-camp 
that if kept long enough it might grow into a 
trout or even a salmon. Another suggestion 
was that it would make good bait to catch 
more wary fish. 


SOMETHING TO OFFER. 


The moral for us in Ireland, if one may be 
permitted a homily. is that we have all over 
the country something solid and satisfving to 
Offer to our friends in the Dominions and the 
Dependencies, and the presence among us of 
these gentlemen, united to the Empire by all 
the ties of history, good-will and economic 
interdependence, affords ample proof of this.

The Riviera has its attractions; so, too, have 
the ports of the Mediterranean; the Rockies 
and the Alps abound with interest ; big game- 
hunting in Somaliland has its fascination; but 
to our guests ithe lure of Connemara is more 
seductive.

RICE GROWING IN CONNEMARA, 


Since taking possession of Ballynahinch 
Castle, His Highness of Nawanagar has 
effected many |improvements in the. property, 
and the employment thus given to the local 
peasantry has come as a great boon to them. 
Besides the staff at the Castle, which num- 
bers about twenty-four, from fifty to 
sixty workmen are constantly employed. — In 
moving about) the fishing area, which con- 
sists of some fifteen miles of fishing, includ- 
ing Lough Inagh, Glendalough, and Derry- 
clare, one can see little gangs of workmen 
busily carrying out schemes of improvement. 
Her> a useful footbridge is built; there a 
ford or fishing pier is in course of erection. 

‘The Prince takes a kindly interest in the 
welfare of the people of the district, who 
rightly regard him as a benevolent employer. 
Indeed, he is highly popular with all classes 
for many miles around. Among the. experi- 
ments which His Highness intends to make 
at Ballynahinch is that of growing rice, and 
he has every hope that it will be successful 
The development of such a crop in Ireland, 
he believes, would be of first-rate economic 
importance; if would give much-needed em- 
ployment to the people, and help to keep 
them in the country. Rice is a crop which 
requires a damp climate, and this is, of 
course, peculiar to Connemara. It needs also 
at least ten days’ sunshine during the season 
to harden the pods and put a crust on the 
rice. The experiment will be watched with 
great interest by all agriculturists. 

The arrival ot the Prince at Ballynahinch 
has not resulted, as some anticipated, in his 
monopoly of the entire fishing in the district. 
The fact is that there is now more fishing 
than ever; at least two-thirds of it being 
available for letting to anglers. The im- 
provements being made will be additional 
attractions for anglers.

In a leading article The 7'tmes observes :—

A meeting of importance to the ship- 
building industry as a whole, is to take 
place at York on Tuesday next, when 
representatives of the Shipyard Trade 
Unions are to resume the consideration of 
the: «report of the Joint (Committee of 

. “as. ms , e . 
Inguiry on the subject of foreign com- 
petition and conditions in the shipbuild- 
ine industry. 

The inquiry was undertaken jointly by 
representatives of emplovers and trade 
unions, and its Jabours extended from 
April, 1925, until June last. An interim 
report was published in October dealing 
with the question of costs arising within 
the industry itself, and the final and com- 
plete report was issued in June. The 
second part dealing with costs that, while 
entering into and affecting the cost of the 
completed ship, arise outside and beyond 
the control of the, industry. 

These reports excited great interest at 
the time, not only in circles intimately 
connected with shipbuilding, but through- 
out the industry. 

Facts were set out showing the difficulties 
under which British shipbuilding and ship 
repairing labour at the present time, and 
suggestions were made by which it was con- 
sidered an improvement might he effected. 
[he report was considered by the Central 
Board of the Shipbuilding Employers’ Federa- 
tion, as representing the employers in June 
last, and was at once adopted 

The trade union executives met about the 
same time to consider the report, but did not 
come to a ‘definite conclusion, referting it in- 
stead to the executives of the various unions 
concerned, and adjourning a final decision 
until a meeting to be called after the in- 
dividuad unions had considered the matter. 

It is this meeting which is to be held next 
Tuesday, and its results may well have in- 
fluence of a far-reaching kind on the future 
of the industry. 

The matters that are likely to bulk largely 
in the discussions are the proposals put for- 
ward in the first part of the report regarding 
greater interchangeability of iabour, the re- 
laxation of existing practices connected with 
demarcation, the extension of tne system of 
payment by results, and the recognition by 
the Joint Inquiry Committee that the use of 
labour-aiding machinery is to be encouraged.

INCREASE IN CATTLE. 
The agricultural return for England and 
Wales issued last night shows a decrease of 
80,000 acres in the total area under crops and 
permanent grass. - The area returned as rough 
grazings is 56,000 acres more than last year. 
Arable land shows a decrease of 154,000 acres, 
but for the first time since 1921 there is an 
increase in the acreage of wheat. which is 
92,000 acres larger than in 1925. The acreage 
under barley is the smallest ever recorded. 
The number of cattle. six and a quarter 
millions, is the largest ever recorded. Since 
1921 the herds of the country have increased 


by 736,000.

BIG FIRE IN BALTIMORE.

FIRE-FIGHTERS’ TASK. 
BALTIMORE, Wednesday. 

With flames shooting a hundred feet high, 
firemen are still obstinately battling with the 
conflagration caused by the explosion late 
vesterday of seven huge tanks containing 
500,000 gallons of gasoline, kerosene and ben- 
zol, on the grounds of the American Oil Com- 
pany. 

A. pall of dense black smoke, which hung 
over the grounds, drew a crowd of a hundred 
thousand persons to watch the spectacle. 

Owing to the intense heat, which has al 
ready seriously injured seven persons, the 
firemen were unable to penetrate the fire area, 
and were forced to content themselves with 
throwing a ‘‘ curtain’’ of water to prevent 
the further spread of the flames.—(Reuter.)

SCIENCE SEEKS THE 
GOOD OF ALL. 


THE PRINCE'S MESSAGE TO 
BRITISH ASSOCIATION, 


A TURNING POINT IN 
BIOLOGY.

HE Prince of Wales, as President of 
the British Association for the present 
year, was unable to attend its final meet- 
In a letter con- 
gratulating the Council on the success of 
the Conference, he said that its discus- 
sions had ‘‘emphasised the all-important 
fact that science worked not for one 
nation, or even one race, but for the 
common good of all living things.” 

Sir Oliver Lodge, who presided, said 
that this year’s meeting had been a 
notable success. 

The Association’s General Secretary, 
Professor John Linton Myres, m a special 
interview, discussed the progress of science 
as reflected in papers read at this year’s 
Congress. 

He said that knowledge was being ad- 
vanced most rapidly in Physics and 
Chemistry, and, most of all, on the border 
line between these two sciences. There 
was also some very important work bear- 
ing on the fundamental problems of 
Biology. Professor Macdougall’s report 
on his experiments supporting the 
Lamarckian hypothesis marked a turning- 
point in Biology. They revised a belief 
current since Darwin’s time, and showed, 
for the first time, by means of rats, that 
mental aptitude could be intensified by 
breeding, and that dependent physical 
characteristics could be produced in the 
same way, “and that, as with rats, so 
with men.” 


THE PRINCE’S MESSAGE. 


SCIENCE WORKING FOR THE 
GOOD OF ALL. 


Sir Oliver Lodge read the Prince of Wales's 
message as follows :— 

““ As it has, unfortunately, not been possible 
for me to return to Oxford for the conclusion 
of our meeting, I must ask the General 
Secretaries to convey to the Council my 
warmest congratulations on the success of 
what I hope will prove to be one of the 
most successful of British Association annual 
gatherings, 

“To that result many people both within 
| and without the Association have contributed. 

“In the first class are our general officers, 
whose admirable preliminary arrangements 
ensured the smooth working of the meeting 
as a whole, and of its many separate units, 
our sectional officers. on whom rested the 
responsibility of organising those units, and, 
not least, the rank and file of our members, 
whose enthusiasm and devotion to the cause 
of science has been an inspiring force. 

“Secondly, there are our hosts in the 
University and City of Oxford, who have 
thrown open their wonderful heritage to all 
of us, and shown us unwearying kindness, 
aud our guests who, by their very presence, 


and by the added weight of learning which 
they have given to our proceedings, have 
emphasised the all-mportant fact that science 
wcerks not for one nation, or even one race, 


but for the good of all living things. 

| ‘* All these deserve our heartfelt thanks, 
i and I consider it a high honour to be able, 
as President of the Association, to express 
them. 

“Lord Balfour, at our inaugural session, 
suzgested that the future harvest, of which 
this” meeting is the seed-time, might be a 
noiable one. I do not know how far this 
prophecy is likely to be justified in the im- 
mediate future, but from what I saw during 
my stay in Oxford I do feel confident that 
there is alive in the army of scientific workers 
to-day a spimt of enthusiasm and energy 
which cannot fail to achieve great things. [ 
strongly hope that, at any rate, the coming 
shadow of such achievement, if not the 
achievement itself, may he visible before the 
close of my Presidency a year hence.

A NOTABLE SUCCESS, 


Sir Oliver Lodge, in thanking the Vice- 
Chancellor of the University and the Mayor of 
Oxford for all their hospitality, said that they 
must all agree that the Prince of Wales had 
done his work well, and had given great 
pleasure to all classes of the community by 
his mere presence in the city. ‘‘ He had a 
difficult task,” said Sir Oliver, “- to preside 
Over a scientific body such as this Association 
and in preparing an address purely for 
scientific men. [ have reason to think that he 
gave to that address a good deal of trouble 
and thought. It is not altogether a secret 
that his distinguished family chaffed him on 
the subject, and suggested that he might make 
a mess of it; but we.say, with one accord, he 
did not make a mess of it.” (Cheers.)} 

Sir Oliver added that the Prince, like all 
the members of the Royal Family, lived up to 
that noble motto, “I serve.” He went on to 
say that this year’s meeting had been a 
notable success. It was too soon to judge of 
the results, but he believed that they would 
knew more by the end of the. Prince’s 
presidency a year hence. During that time 
they would have the influence of His Royal 
Highness, and he hoped that something would 
emerge from the world-wide knowledge which 
his presidency had attracted to this particular 
meeting. The British Association endeavoured 
to make friendship-among the workers and to 
influence the coming generation. They tried 
to make the vounger members see what kind 
of people were those who had preceded them, 
so that they might follow in the footsteps of 
the great men of the past. 

Thev in Oxford did not limit themselves 
nowadays to their old graduates or under- 
graduates: they were taking the workers of 
the country into their colleges, and thus 
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giving them light and leading. They were 
training teachers to go out to educate the 
workers. He could not but think that what 
the workers needed, and what they knew 
they needed, was a wider culture and a 
wider education. He hoped that from Oxford 
many leading teachers would go out and 
spread the influence of the University. ' In 
conclusion, Sir Oliver said that one -of the 
features of this year’s meeting had been the 
presence of distinguished foreigners from all 
nations, and he was particularly pleased to 
think that honorary degrees had been con- 
ferred on many of them, 
BRITISH EXPORT INDUSTRIES, 

Yesterday being the concluding day of the 
Congress, many of the delegates had de- 
parted early. The majority of the lectures 
were of a highly scientific character, and of 
little general public interest, but several in- 
teresting statements were made by Mr, A. 
W. Flux, of the Board of Trade, who read 
a paper on British export industries. He 
said that the British Empire took 37.2 per 
cent. of our exports in 1913, and this in- 
creased to 39.3 per cent. in 1925, while the 
percentage further increased to 41.5 per cent. 
in the year ended June, 1926. The broad 
conclusion from statistics appeared to be that 
the restoration of the world trade to its 
former dimensions and capacity of expansion 
could do more to restore British export 
trade, and the industries that depended upon 
it, than the struggle to secure for Great 
Britain trade that had been carried on by 
some other nation, important as it was to 
maintain our competitive capacity. 


PROF. McDOUGALL’S 


PAPER. 
A NOTABLE CONTRIBUTION. 


Professor. John Linton Myres, who is 
closely connected with the organisation of the 
meetings, in a special interview with the 
Press Association representative, declared 
that knowledge was being advanced most 
rapidly in physics and chemistry, and, most 
of all. on the border-line between those two 
sciences.

Professor 
McDougall’s experiments needed reinforcing 
by other experiments, but his contributions 
to the study were important from the general 
point of view, and were a fundamental 
happening in connection with the science of 
education.

OF LAND DEFAULTERS’ LIST. 

“ The action of Galway County Council in 
publishing the list of Land Commission 
annuity defaulters completely smashed the 
credit of the County Council. After this ex- 
posure they have no credit.” 

This statement was made by Mr. Hibbetts, 
of Kilconnell, during a discussion at a special 
meeting of the Co. Galway Technical In- 
struction Committee yesterday. He declared 
that the county was going bankrupt. Some 
of the land-holders would not pay at all next 
year, and they would have three-fourths of 
the land of the county on their hands to do 
what they liked with. They could, not get a 
meadow nowadays. There was oh collapse 
in everything.”’ ' 

Mr. Hibbetts's statement was brought to 
the notice of an official of the Land Commis- 
sion who had much to do with the collection 
of the annuities. He took an altogether 
different view as to the publication of the 
list of defaulters. 

'“ As a matter of fact,’’ he said, “we were 
working overtime taking the money from 
the time it was made apparent that the 
County Council had intended to publish the 
list. We do not get much money before 
May. This year payments were coming in 
by every post during May. The list was 

ublished on June 11, as corrected up to 
May 29. Towards the end of the month 
there was a terrific rush of payments, and 
since the payments have been much better 
than usual. I believe the publication will 
effect favourably a more prompt payment 
next year and in the future. That is my 
definite opinion after this year’s experiences. 

I agree that it is difficult to set meadow 
land in some places, because the stock is not 
available. You must remember, however, 
that in the Loughrea district, for instance, 
the losses from fiuke were so severe that it 
will take five vears to correct them. But the 
farming ‘community ate making a genuirfe 
attempt to get things right. This is especially 
true of Connemara. The country is not 
bankrupt. Certainly, the County Galway is 
not, Farmers were never working better, 
and the cumulative result of this is | Boo to 
tell in greater prosperity.”

While no official statement was issued, 
it was learned at a late hour last night 
that five bodies had been located in the 
Submarine H 29, which had been raised 
in Devonport dock sufficiently to allow 
a search to be made. One of them was 
the body of Chief Engine-room Artificer 
Dalton, who made such heroic efforts to 
save the ship and the men on board by 
attempting to blow out -he tanks. 

At 10 o’clock last night one of Dalton’s 
friends, who had visited the scene of the 
disaster, and who was much distressed, 
said: ‘‘ Bob’s body has been found.” It 
is understood that Dalton’s remains were 
found near the conning tower. Many 
people in the neighbourhood of the dock- 
yard have contribute! to a wreath for 
Dalton, of whom all speak highly. 

The other bodies were found in the 
forepart of the ship, and it is not expected 
that they will be removed until this morn- 
ing. The after-part of the ship was still 
submerged last night, and an attempt will 


be made to raise it to-day to enable :t 


to be towed into dry dock. 
i THE WORK OF SALVAGE. 

The salvage work continued throughout 
yesterday afternoon and evening. After some 
delay through ' engine trouble pumping was 
again sn full swing, just before five o clock, 
an immense volume of water being drawn 
from the vessel by the pump, which was 
fixed in a specially constructed tube let down 
through one of the hatchways near the 
conning tower. The diver was a long time 
fixing this tube in position, but within a 
short time the forward part of the vessel 
began to rise, as the water was pumped out, 
and within an hour the bows were well clear 
of the water. 

The submarine’s compass and chart, show- 
ing traces of the gas which overcame one of 
the workmen, were salved from the conning 
tower during the afternoon. 

The Admiral Superintendent of the dock- 
yard, with his staff, supervised the opera- 
tions, on which about two hundred men were 
engaged.

A BLOW TO DUNDALK. 


Presiding at a meeting of the Dundalk 
Chamber of Commerce on Wednesday evening 
Mr. McGahon (Chairman) referred to the 
transfer of railway offices from Dundalk and 
Dublin to Belfast, and said that it was clear 
from the newspaper reports that the per- 
manent way engineer's office was going to 
Belfast, and that of the district engineer 
going from Dundalk to the Northern city, and 
that the direction of the line from Dublin to 
Dundalk and from Dundalk to Omagh would 
be in charge of an engineer whose offices 
would be in Enniskillen. He did not know 
-hat these removals were justifiable on anv 
rrounds. Enniskillen was not a central point 
on the Great Northern Railway. There 
might be some justification for such a transfer 
to Clones, which was a central point on the 
line and a very important junction, and this 
matter. since it meant the removal from 
Dundalk of a certain number of salaried 
officials and workmen, who spent their earn- 
ings in the town was one of considerable 
importance. 

It seemed to him that the industries by 
which the town lived up to the present was 
gradually dying out, and what advantages 
were obtained bv being the centre of. the 
Great Northern Railway line were’ being 
filched from them for reasons that did not 
appear on the surface anvhow. They had 
no right to discuss at that meeting the 
motives which prompted these decisions, but 
they had every right to discuss the effects 
There 
were statements made recently as to the 
proposal to remove the locomotive works of 
the Great Northern Railway from Dundalk to 
some Northern centre, and he had good 
grounds personally for knowing that the 
attempt was being made. However, that 
proposal had been abandoned and would not, 
he believed, be revived. He could quite 
understand changes being made to effect 
economies. but he did not see why all these 
changes should be made at the expense of 
Dundalk. How it could be alleged that the 
line could be more advantageously or economi 
cally managed from Belfast—one of its ex- 
tremities than from its central point, Dun- 
dalk, he could not see. 

Mr. McGuinness agreed, and said that the 
traders. of Dundalk had always been very 
loval to the Great Northern Railwav in seeing 
thet their goods were carried by that route. 

Chairman—As a matter of fact, everyone 
kriows that the line from Dundalk to Dublin 
is doing excellently, and that the portions 
near Beliast are losing plenty of money. 
There is no secret about that. 

Mr. J. M. Cox said that it was a great pity 
to see industries being taken from Dundalk 
ts | day of the week, and that was exactly 
what was happening.

IRELAND.

systems of Government and administration 
prevailing in India. 

Prince Raxjitsinhji, as has been ‘stated, is 
better known here than His Highness of 
Alwar, but the latter is likely to come to 
Ireland more frequently in future. With a 
large suite of aides-de-camp and attendants, 
most of whom dress smartly in plus-fours, a 
physician, and a stenograjher, as well as a 
courier from -sessrs. Thomas Cook and Sons; 
he has been travelling abot Europe for some 
months past. Broad-shouldered and athletic 
in appearance, he is about forty-four. He 
ha. a strong intellectual face, denoting the 
character of the ruler, but, despite the look 
of hauteur, there is frequently a humorous 
twinkle in his dark eyes. lie 
wears large rings set with many 
precious stones, and in the lobes of his 
ears are fastened jewelled ornaments, which 
must be the envy of every woman who sees 
him. 

THE ALWAR STATE. 

The State which is governed by the 
Maharaja of Alwar is one of the ‘lreaty 
States of India that entered into a treaty 
alliance with the East India Company as 
long ago as 1805, and the responsibility for 
this treaty, like all other treaties of the 
Indian States, was taken over from the East 
India Company by Queen Victoria in her 
proclamation of 1858. These are the rela- 
tions of the State with the Imperial Govern. 
ment. The area of the State covers 3,250 
square miles, with a population of, roughly, 
800,000. 

Of all the States, that of His Highness is 
situated nearest to the Imperial capital of 
Delhi. The State has a salute of seventeen 
guns, and its head holds the rank of 
Honorary Colonel in the British Army, as 
well as the G.C.S.1. and the G.C.1.E. Dur- 
ing the world war His Highness placed the 
whole of the Alwar State forces, of which 
he is General-in-Chief, at the disposal of the 
Imperial Government, and one of his regi- 
ments, the Mangal Lancers, gave distin- 
guished service in France. Another, the 
Jey Infantry, served in Egypt, where it 
took part in Allenby’s advance to victory. 
The same unit took part in the operations 
for the relief of Pekin in 1900, and on the 
frontier in almost every big campaign that 
has taken place since the regiment was 
formed. It was at the Imperial Conference 
in 1923 that His Highness first met President 
Cosgrave. He is a keen sportsman, and plays 
polo, tennis and racquets, and is an en- 
thusiastic fisherman. The State is ad- 
ministered by a Frime Minister and four 
other Ministers, whose powers are consider- 
ably decentralised. Important schemes of 
improvement and development regularly come 
before the Maharaja for sanction. Govern- 
ment is conducted on the ancient Indian 
traditional lines, which can best be trans- 
lated as ‘‘a benevolent autocracy.’’ 

His Highness was last in Ireland in 1912, 
when he was struck by the friendliness and 
generosity of the Irish be. This time he 
was still more favourably impressed with the 
country and its people. His stay in [Ireland 
has been a very pleasant one, and he hopes 
that if the Governor-General and President 
Cosgrave ever visit India he will have the 
honour of welcoming them to his State, and 
return to some extent the great hospitality 
that he received from them. 

Among the guests who stayed at Ballyna- 
hinch Castle recently were four Indian 
Princesses, nieces of Prince Ranjitsinhji. 
The. greatly enjoyed their stay of over two 
months, and left on Monday week last.. Two 
of the Princesses came direct to Connemara 
from India, having left that country for the 
first time. These two young ladies will 
probably at a later date go to Kylemore 
Abhey School. Connemara, which is conducted 
bv the Irish Benedictine Dames. 

‘Prince Ranjitsinhji will remain at Ballyna 
hinch Castle until September next, when he 
will return to India. He expects to come 
back to Connemara in June of next vear. 


PRINCE’S ARRIVAL IN DUBLIN. 

The Mahara‘a of Alwar yesterday left 
Ballinahinch. On arrival in Dublin he was 
received at Broadstone Station by a guard oí 
honour, and motored to the Viceregal Lodge. 

President Cosgrave, Mr. Kevin O'Higgins 
and other Ministers came to dine with the 
Governor-General and met His Highness, who 
leaves to-day for London. The Maharaja will 
afterwards go to Scotland to shoot.

CANADA’S CHIEF JUSTICE.

WEEK-END GUEST OF THE 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL, 

The Right Hon. Francis Anglin, Chief 
Justice of Canada, and Mrs. Anglin were the 
guests of the Governor-General of the Irish 
Free State at the Viceregal Lodge during the 
last week-end. 

The Chief Justice comes of Irish Catholic 
stock. His father. who also attained a posi- 
tion of great eminence in Canada, that of 
Speaker of the Federal House of Commons, 
and who left Ireland in the ‘sixties, was a 
member of the well-known Southern family 
of the name, which has branches in Cork 
and Tipperary. Chief Justice Anglin has an 
international reputation as a jurist, a fact 
which Oxford University recognised last year 
by conferring on him an honorary degree. 

The Chief Justice and Mrs. Anglin spent 
some days among the beauty spots of Cork 
aud Killarney, and were in Dublin in time 
for the last day of the Horse Show. They 
vere brought by the Governor-General to 
Maynooth, Glendalough and other places of 
historic association near Dublin, and they 
have now, before crossing to France, gone 
northward, en route to Scotland, in which 
Mrs. Anglin, who is of Scottish Catholic 
ancestry, takes a natural interest. They both 
expressed themselves as delighted with their 
visit, and the Chief Justice said that it was 
their firm intention, if circumstances per- 
mitted, to come again next year and pay the 
country a longer visit.

THE SCHOOLS AND PEACE. 

Mr. Fisher said that George Eliot had once 
observed that of all forms of error, prophecy 
was the most gratuitous. Uhey could not, of 
course, predict with absolute) certainty the

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CAPTURE OF SHESHUAN. 


SPANISH OFFICIAL REPORT. 
MADRID, Wednesday. 

The following further official communiqué 
is issued to-day regarding the capture of 
Sheshuan :— 

“ At 8 o'clock yesterday morning, a column 
commanded by Colonel Capez, occupied She- 
shuan. and detached contingents occupied the 
heights of Kalaa and Mago, dominating the 
Holy City.

EFFORT TO RAISE STANDARD OF 
WORKMANSHIP. 

The Free State Department of Education 
this year will award a limited number of 
trade scholarships to enable selected persons 
to. obtain systematical instruction in the 
principles of science and art as applied to the 
industries in which they are engaged. For 
the session 1926-27 applications for scholar- 
ships are invited from persons employed in 
cabinet-making, motor engineering, painting 
and decorating, and road carriage and motor 
body-building. 

The scholarships, as a rule, will be tenable 
for about thirty weeks, and will be of the 
value of £1 10s. per week during the period 
of instruction, together with class fees and 
railway fares. 

Candidates must have at least two years’ 
experience in the industries in which they 
are engaged, and must be recommended by 
the managers of the works at which they are 
employed. They must be Irish citizens or sons 
of Irish citizens. A_ scholarship will not be 
awarded to an applicant over 20 vears of age 
on the Ist July, 1926.

“Will Bulgaria assume responsibility for 
the raids?’ gem M. Bourov, Bulgarian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

'No, rephed the Minister, 
Sulgaria is doing all in its power to make 
the raids impossible. If Bulgaria assumes 
responsibility for the occasional passage of 
individuals from Bulgaria to Jugo-Slavia, then 
logic requires that the Jugo-Slavian frontier 
guards at least five times more numerous 
than ours, must be maintained. If we wish 
to strengthen our frontier guards we cannot 
do so, in view of the stipulations in the Peace 
Treaty fixing our maximum number of guards 
as three thousand for a 2,000 kilometre 
frontier. We would be devoid of sense and 
reason to encourage such raids. because “It 
is foolish to believe that we stand to gain 
from such tactics.”’ 

M. Bourov stated that Bulgaria had been 
invaded dozens of times during the last seven 
months by armed bands from dugo-Slavia, but 
it had never occurred to the Bulgarian 
Government to hold Belgrade responsible.

MOTORIST CHARGED WITH 

DRUNKENNESS. 

(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

Beattie (45), motor salesman, of 
street, was remanded on bail until 
to-day, charged with being drunk while in 
charge of a motor car on the North Circula) 
road between 9 and 10 o'clock on Tuesday 
night, and with carelessness and neglect in 
the management of the whereby he 
collided with and damaged a tramcear. 

John Power, the driver of the tramcar, 
said that the tram had stopped on the North 
Circular road at a point where the tram- line 
was undergoing repair, and there was only a 
small space between the tram-line and the 
footway, when he saw the defendant’s motor 
car approaching on the same line that the 
tramcar was on. He sounded the tram gong 
repeatedly, but the motor car came on and 
struck the front of the tram. 

Evidence was given by the tram conductor, 
Peter Dunne, and by Guard 174 D that the 
defendant was found bleeding from a cut in 
the face. There was a smell of liquor from 
him, and he staggered on the way to the 
Mater Hospital. 

Inspector Beggs, who was a 
the tramear, said that he found Mr. 
sitting at the wheel of the motor car. The 
front axle of the car was broken, the wheels 
and radiator were damaged. and the lamps 
and wind-screen were smashed. Mr. Beattie 
was bleeding from a cut under the left eye, 
and when the witness spoke to him he made 
no reply, but laughed in a stupid way. He 
smelled very strongly of liquor, and when 
assisted out of the car he staggered. At the 
Mater Hospital afterwards he was still under 
the influence of drink and unable to stand 
steadily. When charged later he made no 
reply, but produced a driving licence which 
was out of date. 

For driving without a licence the defendant 
was fined 10s. On the other charge, as stated, 
he was remanded.
